Topic: Admiral Vernon medals 

February Presentation 


Admiral Edward Vernon (1684 - 1757) bragged that 
with six ships he could take the Fortress of Porto Bello 
(now in Panama) from the Spanish. In 1739 he did just 
that, and his victory set off a wave of British patriotic 
fervor that saw the issuance of hundreds of varieties of 
commemorative medals. 

His next campaign, an assault on Cartagena, Colum¬ 
bia, was the largest amphibious assault until the allied 
invasion of Normandy. British medalists were so cer¬ 
tain of his victory in the battle of Cartahena Des Indes 
(Vernon himself communicated to George 11 that he 
had been won) that celebratory medals were prepared 
and distributed. The victory never took place. 

Vernon’s 20+ thousand troops and almost 200 ships 
were defeated by a much smaller Spanish force. The 
full story also includes a severed ear, rum, and George 
Washington. — Bruce
